The ConfuRion In the Money Bfarkct—The 
tsccrotnry of the Treasury. 
The wildness of Wall street which was in­ 
augurated on Friday last has not yet abated. 
The confusion in the gold market remains 
unsettled. The stormy elements are at work, 
iKtcauso the Gold Exchange and the Clearing 
House are impotent to still tho storm, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury came Into tho field 
t'TO late, Everyliody knows by this time the 
origin of the Wail street difiicnlty. A band 
of gamblers, in liroadcloth and fine linen, 
conspired to lock up gold on Friday, and thus 
make a panic in tho gold market, and they 
succeeded in their scheme for a time. Broker 
failed upon broker, and banks closed, and the 
Clearing House refused to transact business, 
and confu.sion dire and tcrril>le lasted for 
tliree days. A di.iruption of tiiis kind affects 
ail trade and luisiness. It destroys relative 
values, and in fact malíes tho progress of com­ 
merce impossible. When specie currency is 
disturWd in tliis violent and sudden way by n 
combination of gold gamblers our whole com­ 
mercial system becomes cmimrrassed, so that 
the evil is not confined to Wall street and the 
Gold Room. If it were there would perhaps 
be little cause for regret, b it the entire system 
of our currency i.s disarrange 1, and thus the 
evil becotiies universal. 
There nro two kinds of currency essential to 
the transaction of business—pajier currency, 
which is needed for homo piirpo.se.s, and gold 
currency, which is indi-spensable for our foreign 
traffic. The laUer is the standard which regu­ 
lates not only tho value of paper, but It steadies 
all kinds of values as well. By the price 
of gold wo mmsiire the price of every 
article in consumption; dry goods, grain, pro­ 
visions, Imported luxuries, every necc.ssary of 
the household which enters into tho life of the 
community. When gold is steady everything 
will be steady. To regulate the value of gold, 
then, and to prevent gamblers from running it 
into a “corner" so as to Inflate its price and 
disorganize trade in all its channels, is clearly 
the duty of the Treasury Department of the 
government. Now who Is responsible for the 
panic of Friday nnd the almost unparalleled 
confusion in money affairs which continues to 
the present hour ? Who can doubt that the 
responsibility rests with Mr. Boiilwell? He 
had tlie right Iiy reason of his office, and had 
the power at his command, and it was expli­ 
citly his duty to stave off tho trouble a week 
before it occurred. That he did not do so can 
only be accounted for by assuming that he is 
ignor.ant of his duties or wilfully negligent of 
them, or corrupt in performing them. In any 
case it is evident tliat he is not fit for his posi­ 
tion, and should be removed from the Secre­ 
taryship of tho Treasury, The statement made 
in his belialf that ho had determined not to 
interfere with the operations of Wall street is 
absurd. 
What is the Treasury Department 
worth if it cannot avert such public calamities 
as demoraliza our whole commercial system ; if 
it cannot protect the public from the occurrence 
of panics rulnoua to tho inlorcsls of inter­ 
nal trado and foreign commerce? 
This 
is what the Bank of England does 
every day, .Mr. Iloutwell can, apparently, 
offer no jnsUllc.ttion for his dilatorinoss in put- 
ting gold into the market time enough to 
arrest the scheming of the Wall street conspi­ 
rators. To assume that he did not know what 
was oomlng and to anticipate the horrible 
confusion now existing would be to charge 
liim with the grossest ignorance of the duties 
he pretends to perform. 
There is some discii sioii ns It tin proba­ 


bility of Indicting for • criminal offrnco the 
leading gold gamblers engaged in the late 
conspiracy; but it is very doubtful whether 
they come within the provisions of the exist­ 
ing law as “criminals.” Their moral crime, of 
course, admits of no extenuation; but it is only, 
after all, an exhibit of what Wall street calls 
virtue. Some years before the panic of 1837 
occurred (in 182G, we think) the venerable 
Jacob Barker was tried on an indictment for an 
offence somewhat similar to tho present Wall 
street affair, and was convicted by tho jury; 
but tho Court of Errors, upon tho case being 
appealed, sot aside the judgment of tho court 
below, and thus settled the law in that matter. 
How much wo have added to our legislation 
upon this question sinoo, so as to make gold 
gambling a criminal offonoe, wo do not know. 
It would seem, howovor, that Congress imist 
take the matter in band and enact a law that 
can bring parties con.spiring “ to injure trade 
and commerce” in this partioular Wall street 
fashion within the jurisdiction of tho courts as 
criminal oftonders and punish them accord­ 
ingly. For tho time, however, we must hold 
tlio Sjcretary of tho Treasury mainly rc.spon- 
sthlo for the present demoralization of the 
money market. And we do not know how 
much further it might have gone but for tlio 
peremptory-order of President Grant, to the 
Secretary lo break the “corucr” on Friday last. 


(4eiicr:il C'liiiicroii on llio rreniJeiitiiil Siie- 
cesHioif fiirniit Is ibo Itlaii. 
General Cameron, tho other day. ut llarris- 
biirg, made a telling speech on the political 
situation. He contended that General Grant 
has justiflcd in his administrntion the confi­ 
dence of his supporters; that wo have peace 
all over tho country ; that tho government is 
well managed and everybody is prosjierous; 
that there never was in the world a people 
so prosperous as are now tho people of the 
United Stales; that there is some griiinhling 
down South, but that evon there tho condi­ 
tion of things ha's wonderfully Improved trader 
General Grant; that we have great causa 
for rejoicing; that General Giant has turned 
his attention to the finances, and that in his 
hands our groat moufetain of debt will vanish 
into almost nothing; that wo have every 
reason to hopo that within his first four years 
the debt will be cut down to less than two 
thousand millions; and, says General Came­ 
ron, “if ho should be elected again, as I have 
no doubt he will bo, when ho leaves bis office 
we shall not have more than ten or twelve 
hundred millions of debt;” and “if ho suc­ 
ceeds in doing this he will leave a reputation 
behind him hardly eclipsed by that of Wash­ 
ington.” 
Now for the application. General Cameron 
further contended that all this glory is aud will 
bo due to tho republican party; that to carry 
out this grand programme the republican party 
must be maintained in power, and that whether 
it is or is not to be maintained in power will 
depend very much on the approaching Penn­ 
sylvania election. In fact, as it appears from 
tho close logic of Cameron, the re-election of 
General Grant as President of the United States 
in 1872 turns ui>on the ro-eloction this fall of 
General Geary as Governor of Pennsylvania. 
His re-clccUon, we arc told, is due to him as 
an act of justice, and is necessary to 
the country for tho safety of the repub­ 
lican party. 
“ If we should lose Penn­ 
sylvania we shall lose General Grant at the 
next election,” and so on. 
Now, we entirely concur with General Cam­ 
eron that under the present condition of our 
political affairs, and from all the signs of the 
times. General Grant is the man for the Presi­ 
dential succession, and there is no man who 
can supplant him. He has tho game in his 
hands; he has been doing very well so far and 
has not boen weakened, btit strengthened, in 
the public confidence since ho took the reins 
from Andy Johnson, Tho great body of the 
people rely upon his strong practical common 
sense to carry tho country through its troubles, 
and his name to the republican party is a tower 
of strength. But it docs not follow that to 
secure his re-election in 1872 it is necessary 
to re-elect Governor Geary in i860. Nor is 
it positively ascertained that ho will bo re­ 
elected. He may bo defeated, but what will 
that signify? It will signify that Pucker is 
more acceptable than Geary to Pennsylvania 
as a candidate for Governor, and such a result 
may be used to the prejudice of General 
Grant; but all this will signify nothing in the 
national campaign of 1872, In a Presidential 
view none of 
tho Slate elections of 
1809 going by 
default, 
one way or 
the other, will amount to anything. Hence 
on this point we disagree with General Came­ 
ron; for we do not tiiink the re-election of 
General Geary In 18C9 necessary to aociire the 
rc-clcclioQ of General Grant in 1872. Wc 
think, too, that every tub ought to stand on 
its own bottom, and that Geary ought to stand 
or fall upon his own merits. But if the demo­ 
crats have chosen to make this little election a 
test of the strength of Grant’s administration 
Geary has no reason to complain, and Came­ 
ron may bo excused in putting tbc Governor 
on the strong shoulders of the President. Still 
the result of tho Pennsylvania election of 18G9, 
one way or the oth*T, will uot umouiit to much 
in tho Presidential ihjction three years hence. 
Within the interval the whole pollllcal world 
In l)oth heinisphor.‘S may bo turned upside 
down ; but short of some such sweeping reeon- 
slnictioD of iKjIilicH and parlies General Grant 
will bo the man for the next Presidency.

Father nymclnthe u « the Pepe. 
Poor Father Hraciathe! He is under the 
ban of the Cliuroh. A late telegram informs 
us that his ease is to bo made the subject of 
canonical Investigation. His excommunioa- 
tion, it is added, b probable. A telegram 
ftmm Paris, which wo print to-day, informs us 
that the good father, who loves reason more 
than faith, liberty of opinion more than eccle­ 
siastical unity, is not to be left alone. He is 
to be defended In the Council by such men as 
tho Bishops of Avignon, Kheims, Chalons and 
Bayeux. If such men have promised to defend 
him we cannot say poor Hyacinthe any more. 
Ho is not likely lo be loft more to himself than 
was Luther at Augsburg and at Worms; and 
It is safe to conclude that his friends at tho 
Vatican will bo moro numerous than were 
tho friends of Luther at the Council ot Trent.

Luther. 
It is doubtful whether, with 
all his oxcelloacies, ho has in him tho 
stuff out of which groat reformers arc 
made. Hyacinthe is only a Frenchman. Lu­ 
ther was a German. Tho difference means 
soiucthiiig. Wo do not expect more from the 
good father than a sort of neutral tint reform. 
It will not bo very decided. Still he may go far 
enough, considering tho backing ho has got, to 
out oH' the Gallicuii Church froiu Rome. We 
dare not say that Frmico cares very much for 
tho connection, or places very much valtio in 
what somo peoi>le call the one Clittrch, Tho 
truth is the French people are not very 
cluircliy. AVlial they worship is personal lib­ 
erty, Grant them that and everything else 
may go where it pleases. If Napoleon wore a 
younger man ho might have proved a good and 
powerful friend to Father Hyacinthe. As it 
Is ho may bj useful. But the Empress ! In 
her lies tho difficulty. She is sure to heid on 
by the Pope’s coat tails. If Father Hyacinthe 
is at all well Ijacked up tho Council will be a 
tremendous failure, and all our former prodic- 
tjons wyi be fulflHed. Popery came in with 
State patronage, which gave it a local habita­ 
tion, if not a name, under Charlemagne. It 
will go out when State patronage ceases and 
when there is no longer a Charlemagne to sup­ 
port it. Nor will any Eugdnio, holding on by 
any coat tails or by tlie skirts of any garments, 
by whatever name named, save it.

The State elections In Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Iowa and Nebraska take place on the 
I2lh October next—loss than two weeks from 
to-day. West Virginia holds her election on 
tho 23d proximo. These are tho most impor­ 
tant elections that occur during the month of 
October. The elections in New York, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Maryland, most of 
the Western States, together with Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Alabama and Florida take place In 
the early part of November, South Carolina, 
Mississippi and Texas closing up tho list fur 
the fall campal'a. 
It is impossible to predict with any degree 
of certainty how these States will go in these 
elections. There are so many local issues 
mixed up with a puerly State election canvass 
that democrats may bo cfiosen where there 
has been a republican majority, and vice versa. 
Besides, the notorious bargains and sales, the 
“ truck and dicker” among politicians, forbid tho 
forming of any reliable data upon which to base 
a calculation as lo which party will carry any 
particular State—with tho exception, perhaps, 
of the candidate for Governor. And even 
these Huriuisos may bo found at fault when 
the question comes to be settled. For example, 
the democrats lu Ohio, despairing of carrying 
their candidato for Governor, may sell votes 
for him in exchange for votes for members of 
tho Legislature, with the hope of securing a 
majority in that body. County officers may 
also he bargained off in the same way. In 
Pennsylvania tho push made against Geary 
may have a similar eflect. In stiort, the forth­ 
coming State elections may bo set down as 
likely to turn out helter skelter—some demo­ 
crats turning up where least expected, and 
perhaps being as much disappoiutcd us any­ 
body else, 
But while tho people in these local cam­ 
paigns apparently raa dfest indilierence as to 
results, or e.xhibit their partiality and personal 
preference for certain nominees, there is a pro­ 
found sentiment lying at the base of their 
political principles which only a Presidential 
campaign can fairly liring otit. That senti­ 
ment is their belief that the late war «ms a 
jjrenl naiional fnct~i\\%i it settled momentous 
principles and established imperishable social 
aud political truths—and tho pcoplo will no 
more repudiate that sentiment than they will 
repudiate tho national debt. Upon that great 
national fact tho people have founded thoir 
political faith and belief. From It they will 
never swerve, but upon it they will rear a 
fabric of civil liberty capable of embracing all 
nations and extending the blessings of free gov­ 
ernment, including universal suffrage, to all 
who may come or who may now bo here— 
coolies, negroes and all tho rest of mankind 
alike. 
Tho people recognize In President 
Grant the embodiment of this great national 
fact, and if ho bo renominated In 1872, as the 
signs upon tho political horizon already portend 
ho is likely to bo, he will sweep the whole 
country like a whirlwind. 
Me.inwlille, lot the democrats pick up such 
crumbs of comfort iih they can in the interval 
between the npprnachiug .State and the next 
Presidential election. 


T h e C a n a d ia n Q u e s tio n .— Judging by the 
Hon'iinents lately uttered in Canada and in tho 
mother country it appears that some radical 
change is fast approachiiig. Tho North Amer­ 
ican colony is both a burden and a source of 
annoyance to Great Brit.iin. Tho Canadians 
themselvoH do not care about paying fresh 
taxes for tho purpose of maintaining an 
increased armed force in tho colony, and infer 
that if Ihe homo government think such steps 
necessary for tho protection of the colonies 
it must also stand the expense. This is 
explaining matters ¡¡rctty freely. 
If they 
think tliey can better thomsclves why do the 
Canadians not voto a constitution? Priiico 
Arthur has now boon with them for somo 
time, and they have had an opportunity to 
study his character. If the dynasty suits 
thorn why not put the question plainly to 
him and obtain a direct answer? Surely such 
an arrangement would amply satisfy the BrI- 
t!.sh govcr.iinent and at the same time prove 
wiietli r the peoiilo of Cana la are roallv oblo 


to improve their own condition or not. The 
existing state o'f affaire can only tend to impair 
the vital Interests of the colony, and unless 
speedily settled, either one way or the other, 
may cause incalculable damage to its pros­ 
pects.

Tbe Season of Earthqaakes aud Yaloanoes— 
Financial, Polkioal and Otber Warnliiss. 
We live in days of portentous warnings to 
man, both in his humanity and pocket, warnings 
visible In tbe heavens, warnings coming from 
the bowels of the earth, and warnings realized 
to a sad actuality in Wall street, that terrestrial 
moan or unquiet New York limbo which 
stands between both. We chronicled the late 
grand meteoric display in our columns despite 
the calculations of Professor Loomis, and 
onlightened tho American Continent on tho 
subject of tho last eclipse of tho sun with equal 
promptitude and energy, showing how the 
New England savant was mistaken in the 
first instance and how tho chickens nnd 
roosters in Washington and South Carolina 
were equally deceived as to tho hour 
in tho latter and went to sleep and 
chantlcleerod the dawn of morn at tho most 
unseasonable moments, and all within the 
current of a day which had b.arely attained its 
post meridian. Tho gold crash came along 
very suddenly and there wore rullled fentliors 
and ungainly limps ob.servahlo in tho “stritol” 
before people cominonoed to reflect seriously 
on the inklings of financial advice which 
appeared in our papor uiuiost d.iily for somo 
time previously. 
Now wo have subterranean uphnavlngs, 
volcanoes in oniplion and earthquakes and 
tremors of tho globe. Mount Etna is ablaze, 
the island of St. Thomas—shaky at the best, 
although about to come into the Union—has 
experienced another earthquake, and Mount 
Colima in Mexico, has made a fiery endeavor 
either to exceed tho eruptions of the politicians 
of that portion of the Continent or to attract 
their attention. If possible, to somethin? at 
once sublime and awful. Tho realities are not 
deemed sufficient, however, for la tho very 
midst of the commotion comes along a pro­ 
fessor who assures us tliat ho does not know 
the moment when tho entire line of country 
which fringes the South Pacific will be 
unhinged, and tho interior tablelands and moun­ 
tains and mines of the different republics re­ 
code, dear knows where, and thus, we presume, 
become so Inextricably mixed up in territory 
that it will take many generations of future 
presidents and generals, with reams and 
reams of pronunciamientos, to unravel them. 
Western Mexico is alarmed and agitated, and 
its inhabitants waiting, as usual, for “some­ 
thing to turn up.” 
It is well, during such an exciting crisis, for 
people to keep their eyes fixed pretty steadily 
on Mount Etna and Wall street. They are, 
after all, tho great centres of action equally 
for the subtle imponderables and tho solid sub- 
stantiala—electricity, Intor-terrostrlal flame, 
sulphur, lava, ashes, bills of exchange and 
notes of hand, and gold. They will serve to 
guide men, both for here and hereafter, if their 
signs and murmurings are only received and 
read and Interpreted in a proper spirit. Mount 
Etna told of the advent of the Austro-Itallan 
war, and Vesuvius in its upheavlngs excited 
the revolutionary leadeif even when in com­ 
plete sway in Naples. 
Colima heralded Maxi­ 
milian. The basalt foundations of St. Thomas 
Impugned tho Amerlcan-Danlsh treaty of pur­ 
chase immediately, an earthquake lifting our 
flag, with a couple of our noblest war vessels 
right out of the ocean, and landing our gallant 
tars high and dry on its unstable soil. 
Lord Clarendon, Napoleon, Pope Pius IX., 
Dr. Cumining. Father Hyacinthe, in truth all 
men of such like minds, read these warnings in 
the same light which we do. They foresee great 
changes. 
They are, however, alairaod; we 
arc not. Hence the visit of the British Pre­ 
mier to Paris, Napoleon’s retirement to an In­ 
valid couch, Eugdnio’s strange desire to visit 
the Turks, tho infependent spirit of Egypt, 
Pero Hyacinthe's retreat from NJtro Dame, 
tbe Ecumenical Council, and Dr. Ciimming’s 
wish to attend it.

Next Tuesday tho vote will be taken on the 
question of consolidating the cities and towns 
of Hudson county. Despite the opposition of 
Hobokenites, who, not unreasonably, are proud 
of their exceptional solvency, tho proposed act 
“to consolidate and make into one city, to bo 
called Jersey City, the cities of Jersey City, 
Hudson City, Hoboken, Bergen, tbe town of 
Union, and the townships of North Bergen, 
West Hoboken, Greenville, Bayonne and Wee- 
hawken, and part of tho township of Kear­ 
ney,” meets with general favor on tho part of 
patriotic and far-sighted Jersoymen. 
They 
foresee that union will bo strength and wealth 
and glory. Hudson county can aft’ord expan­ 
sion for a century to a big city four or five 
times as largo as the Now York of to-day. 
Throughout tho State Immense improvements 
in its system of agriculture and successful 
efforts to drain and reclaim its extensive 
marshes, and to develop its resources of iron 
and zinc and marls, and to increase its manu­ 
factures, have richly entitled it to the front 
rank, which it might claim as one of tho thir­ 
teen original States of tho Union. New Jersey 
can no longer bo sneered at as a “f(jrelgn coun­ 
try,” or as a mere bridge of passage between 
Now York and Philadelphia. The marvellous 
transformation of a single tract of ten thou­ 
sand acres la the rear of Jersey City—a tract 
which not long ago was covered with eight lo 
twelve inches of water, and yielded nothing 
except pestilential air, salt grass and mesqni- 
toes, but which within a single year has bc'cn 
roclaimcd by iron dykes, and is now so firm 
and dry IIiAt cavalry m aybe deployed on it; 
that six hundred acres of it are devoted to 
vegetables and that on the rest of It three 
hundred and sixty lioad of cattle, driven from 
the far West, find repose nnd food, fitting 
them, at enhanced, values for tho New York 
market, and that numerous factories are soon 
to bo erected upon portions of it—this mai- 
velloiis trausformation shows what tho same 
moans may accomplish In New Jersey, all 
along shore, as far as Bergen Poiut. 
Jersey City is the nuclcua of a mighty and 
splondid city. 
It has long cherished the 


ambition of becoming a port of entry—*n 
ambition which the Western States will be 
disposed to encourage through their Ropre- 
Bcntatlvea In Congress, even If Its attainment 
Bhould ultimately result lu the disappointment 
of their own desire for the transfer of tho 
capital of the United States from Washington 
to some Western city. 
It is certainly safo 
to predict that New York, Brooklyn and 
the consolidated cities of New Jersey 
will, by and by, virtually form the metropolis 
of the American Union, and such a metro­ 
polis as no European nation can boast of in 
point of population, wealth, magnlflconce and 
power. If the seat of government Is to be 
cliangod and tho marble structures iu Wash­ 
ington are to be removed it is far more likely 
that the latter will bo re-erected on tho 
reclaimed marshes of New Jersey than in St. 
Louis. At all events, the Jerseymen are manl- 
fcs'.ly bent on building up a big city.

HALL. 


New London, Conn.. Sept. 28. 1809. 
Nelihor of the sailors recently arrived here from 
Hudson’s Bay aud who are spoken of aa Captain 
Hall’s men was with that gentleman whan be made 
bis trtp to Prince William’s Land, and tbat appears 
to be tbe only trip of bis Arctic perambulations tbat 
baa any fresh interest for me public. Hall’s pUn in 
bis live years’ sojourn has been to winter among 
the 
Indians 
at Repulso Bay, In Melville 
Península, and to make ozcuralona during 
the summer to tbe various placea accessible 
from tbat point at wliicb there was any 
probabiBty he might got trace of Franklin’s expedi­ 
tion. One of the sailors here, named Lawler, wont 
with him on one of those excursions lu the sammei 
Of 1868. This excursion was first to Cogllt Island, 
and was extended thence to Hccia and Fury straits. 
Lawler was at Repulse Bay on a whaler irom New 
Bedford, in Angun, 1S67, when Captain Hall came 
onboard and mduced him and others M Join his 
Arctic search. He passed the winter with Hall 
at that place, living as Hall alrl among 
the Indians, aud the intention then was to 
visit Prince William’s Laud lu tbe next summer; 
but some stories heard among tho Indians during 
Iho winter led to a change of purpose and ths 
visit instead to Cogllt Island in March, 1868. This 
was a journey of 300 miles ncro.ss Molvhio Ponln- 
aula, and was made with two toaros of dogs, 
thoie being in tho party only Hall and Lawler ot 
white men, with two Indian guides and their wives. 
The ride across tho pathless, snow-covered hills, on 
which the Indians guide their course, as pilots do, 
by keeping a dcOiilto relation to somo known potnu, 
occupied fllieeu days and proved quito fruitless. At 
Cogllt, however, they wore induced to go further, 
and on the shore of ilecla and Fury straits did And 
some tndicallous of there having been an encamp, 
ment of some persons provided with tents. Only 
the bare Indications ot tho print of the encampment 
remained, however, and the vague report among 
tho Indians I hat white men had been seen there but a 
few years before. ReturnlPg Irom tills trip tho party 
real bed Repulse Bay at the end of June. Hail went to 
Prince William's Lana In the next year, 1869, and 
tlieu was uot acooinpaulod by any white man.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL.

The extraordinary complication of affairs in Wall 


street Is still tlio absorbing centre of Interest with 
the business community, and me Onaucial situation 
Is only a repetitiou ot Itself from day to day. TLe 
regular dealings In gold are as yet suspended, 
and ttie marketable prices or all kinds of goods con- 
ttnue nominal. Tlie Cold Exchange assembled this 
morning, and a gleam of light was sued upon the con- 
fusion reigning In tliat department of the street oy 
the adoption of resolutions placing the wort of 
maMng clearances wjtn tho Banfc of flew Yors, 
When the proposition was laid before that institu- 
tion, however, It was declined, and the Gold Ex- 
change reassembled to farther consider the matter, 
when it was decided to attempt the clearances them- 
selves, and a committee was accordingly appointed 
who have been in session ever since, but have made 
Mttle progress toward a completion or the work. 
One incident of the meeting this morning particu- 
larly deserves narration as showing the terrible con- 
sequences which might have followed tBe culmlna- 
Uon of the gold [speculation. A resolution to go on 
•with the dealings in gold had almost passed when 
the danger which would arise therefrom was 
tostantiy pointed out and averted. Had the Gold 
Board gone Into regular session it woula have been 
necessary-to foreclose the outstanding accounts of 
every member in default. From fifty to sixty mil- 
Kens of gold would thus have been brought under 
the Hammer, and the singular spectacle would have 
been witnessed of gold, selling down to par if not 
nela-ia it.

gold. The mistake was discovered in time and pre- 
vented. Every member of the Exchange would 
Save been bankrupted, for the heaviest capital 
could not have withstood the pressure of such 
Immense sales. As it ia the members ot the board 
are compelled to Seep the market closed, for the 
resumption of transactions would open a sluice" 
gate that would sweep all away. As a matter of 
mutual protection this procedure is all requisite. 
The meeting decided, however, to allow the borrow- 
ing ana lending of gold as the condition to the pre- 
paration of statements in connection with Friday's 
clearances, and this was the only Kind of business 
done in the once animated Gold Room. The details 
of these several sessions and of the general proceed- 
ings m Wall street to-day are given at length else- 
where in this paper. 


The price of gold was nominal and ranged rroia 


129 to 133. The government sold $89",ooo out of the 
million offered, that being the total of the bids at 
and above the figure to which sales were limited.

It is for this reason the members of the Cold Ex- 
change have withheld the statement of Friday, and, 
nfler a fruitless attempt to obtain the assistance of 
the Bank of New York, have resolved to matee their 
own clearances by personal comparison and trans- 
fer, just as they did before the Gold Exchange liaak 
was started, and just as stock houses still-continue 
to do. 


The evil effects of the delay m the clearances 


•would not be so marked could the currency which 
is locked up in the banks be distributed to the vari- 
ous firms who were so unfortunate as to" be con- 
cerned in the ereat gold movement. The with- 
drawal of etelit or ten millions of money from the 
market is a serious aflair, and the secret of the 
second panic which followed the great break in the 
Sleek market. Ic is to be hoped that there is truth 
In a rumor prevailing on the street mis afternoon 
that Secretary Boutwell will authorize the purchase 
of all bonds offered at the sui>-Trcasury to-morrow, 
not exceeding four millions. The advertisement is 
for the purchased two millons only. But if Secre- 
tary Boutwell will so increase the purchase he will 
confer a boon on the public which may go far to 
compensate for his l&tefaux pas in the gold market. 
The situation of 
atralre here is certainly a 


most critical one. It needs the interposition of sucli 
power as Secretary Boutwell possesses to prevent 
«. still further aggravation of the derangement or 
business. Promptness Is needed in the application 
of a remedy, or the present unhappy state of things 
in Wall street may precipitate a general disaster. 
The money market is extremely stringent. The 
lenders are the few and the borrowers the many. 
To indicate the extreme character of this struicency 
It will suffice to say that money, since the crisis of 
Friday, has been worth rates of interest ranging all 
the way from seven per cent, coin, to seven hundred 
per cent, currency, par annum, the loans m such 
instances being from any to day. Again, Wall street 
has its bad passions, like society in general. There are 
cliques and combinations formed to break and ruin 
others. One house prominent in the.street has been 
constantly an object of attack for a long time past. 
Rumor lias from day to day in the present crisis 
printed its prospective collapse. War has been 
made against it from various sources. In the ver- 
nacular of the Long Koom certain parties have 
gone "cunning" lor the stocks which they are 
reputed to be carrying. Sow, all concernad in any 
effort whose object is the bankruptcy or such a 
firm, are guilty of a groat moral wrong, which in the 
long run will only revert against themselves. The 
situation is such that every man should do his best 
to prevent the farther complication of matters. 
Private Jealousy should be forgotten, and every 
effort made to turn the tide In the other direction.

HAVANA, Sept. 19,1889. 


Wolle tnere is less torbnlenoe and disorder nere 


than when the volunteers were paving the way for 
the deposition of DtUce, matt«ra are In no respect 
improved nor has General fiodas an? more power 
than had his predecessor. The Casino Espanol has 
concentrated in itself all of the mutinous and per- 
turbed elements, far stronger tfian heretofore through 
union and organization. Tnis club is one powerful, 
secret, all-prevadlng vigilance committee, hold- 
ing in its hands to enforce its wishes the 
15,000 or 20,000 armed volunteers, and having its 
spies everywhere; in the various places of public re- 
sort; dropping in, with social intent, upon the vari- 
ous places or business where suspected persons may 
be; at church; catching at a chance remark on the 
street; In the offices; oa the police; everywhere. 
Man is prudent before his most intimate friend, 
and the air of having seen a ghost meets one at 
every turn. The slightest suspicion, not seldom a 
personal enmtly, is sufficient.

Some years before the panic of 1837 
occurred (in 1S2C, wo think) the venerable 
Jacob Barker was tried on an indictment for au 
oftence somewhat similar to tho present Wall 
street aflair, and was convicted by the jury • 
but the Court of Errors, upon the case being 
appealed, set aside the judgment of the court 
below, and thus settled the law in that matter. 
How much we have added to our legislation 
upon this question since, so as to make gold 
gambling a criminal offence, we do not know. 
It would seem, however, that Congress must 
take the matter in hand and enact a law that 
can bring parties conspiring "to injure trade 
and commerce" in this particular Wall street 
fashion within the jurisdiction of the courts as 
criminal offenders and punish them accord- 
ingly. For the time, however, we must hold 
the Secretary of the Treasury mainly respon- 
sible for the present demoralization of the 
money market. .And we do Aot know how 
much further it might have gone but for the 
peremptory order of President Grant to tho 
Secretary to break the "corner" on Friday last.

Secretary of the Treasury. 


The wildness of Wall street which was in- 


augurated on Friday last has not yet abated. 
The confusion in the gold market remains 
unsettled. The stormy elements are at work, 
because the Gold Exchange and the Clearing 
House are impotent to still the storm, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury came into the field 
too late. Everybody knows by this time the 
origin of the Wall street difficulty.

cession—Grant Is tho Man. 


ueneral Cameron, the other day, at Harris- 


burg, made a telling speech on the political 
situation. He contended that General Grant 
has justified in his administration tie confi- 
dence of his supporters; that we have peace 
all over the country; that the government is 
well managed and everybody is prosperous; 
that there never was in the world a people 
so prosperous as are now the people of the 
United States; that there is some grumbling 


Father ITyaclutlie and the Pope. 


Poor Father Hyaciuthe! Ho is under the 


ban of the Church. A late telegram informs 
ta that his case is to bo made the subject of 
canonical investigation. His excornmtnioa- 
tion, it is added, is probable. 
A telegram 


from Paris, which we print to-day, informs us 
that the good father, who loves reason more 
than faith, liberty of opinion more than eccle- 
siastical unity, is not to be left alone. He is 
to be defended in the Council by such men an 
the Bishops of Avignon, Rheims, Chalons and 
Bayeux. If such men have promised to defend 
him we cannot say poor Hyacinthe any more. 
He is not likely to be left more to himself than 
waa Luther at Augsburg and at Worms; and 
it is safe to conclude that his friends at the 
Vatican will be more numerous than were 
the friends of Luther at the Council of Trent.

made. Hyacinthe is only a Frenchman. Lu- 
ther was a German. The difference means 
something. We do not expect more from the 
good father than a sort of neutral tint reform. 
It will not be very decided. Still he may go far 
enough, considering the backing he has got, to 
cut off the Gallican Church from Home. We 


make a panic in the gold market, and they 
succeeded in their scheme for a time. Broker 
failed upon broker, and banks closed, and the 
Clearing House refused to transact business, 
and confusion dire and terrible lasted for 
three days. A disruption of this kind affects 
all trade and business. It destroys relative 
values, and in fact makes the progress of com- 
merce impossible. 
When specie currency is 


disturbed in this violent and sudden way by a 
combination of gold gamblers our whole com- 
mercial system becomes embarrassed, so that 
the evil is not confined to Wall street and the 
Gold Room. If it were there would perhaps 
be little cause for regret, but the entire system 
of our currency is disarranged, and thus the 
evil becomes universal. 


There are two kinds of currency essential to 


the transaction of business—paper currency, 
which is needed for home purposes, and gold 
currency, which is indispensable for our foreign 
traffic. 
The latter is the standard which reg'u- 


lates not only the value of paper, but it steadies 
all kinds of values as well. By the price 
of gold we measure the price 
of every 


article in consumption: dry goods, grain, pro- 
visions, imported luxuries, every necessary of 
the household which enters into the life of the 
community. 
When gold is steady everything 


will be steady. To regulate the value of gold, 
then, and to prevent gamblers from running it 
into a "corner" so as to inflate its price and 
disorganize trade in all its channels, is clearly 
the duty of the Treasury Department of the 
government. 
Now who is responsible for the 


panic of Friday and the almost unparalleled 
confusion in money affairs which continues to 
the present hour ? Who can doubt that the 
responsibility rests with Mr. Boutweil? He 
had the right by reason of hia office, and had 
the power at his command, and it was expli- 
citly his duty to stave off the trouble a week 


down South, but that even there the condi- 
tion of things has wonderfully improved under 
General Grant; that we have great cause 
for rejoicing; that General Grant has turned 
his attention to the finances, and that in his 
hands our great mountain of debt will vanish 
into almost nothing; that we have every 
reason to hope that within his first four years 
the debt will be cut down to less than two 
thousand millions; and, says General Came- 
ron, "if he should be elected again, as I have 
no doubt he wili be, when he leaves his office 
we shall not have more than ten or twelve 
hundred millions of debt;" and "if he suc- 
ceeds in doing this he wiil leave a reputation 
behind him hardly eclipsed by that of Wash- 
ington." 


Kovfforthe application. General Cameron 


further contended that all this glory is and will 
be due to the republican party; that to carry 
out this grand programme the republican party 
must be maintained in power, and that whether 
it is or is not to be maintained in power will 
depend very much on the approaching Penn- 
sylvania election. In fact, as it appears from 
the close logic of Cameron, the re-election of 
General Grant as President of the United States 
in 1S72 turns upon the re-election this fall of 
General Geary as Governor of Pennsylvania. 
Hia re-election, we are told, is due to him as 
an act of justice, and is necessary to 
the country for the safety of the repub- 
lican party. 
"If we should lose Penn- 


sylvania we shall lose General Grant at the 
next election," and so on. 


Now,

We 
think, too, that every tub ought to stand on 
its own bottom, and that Geary ought to stand 
or fall upon his own merits. But if the demo- 
crats have chosen to make this little election a 
test of the strength of Grant's administration 
Geary has no reason to complain, and Came- 
ron may bo excused in putting the Governor 
on the strong shoulders of the President. Still 
the result of the Pennsylvania election of 1869, 
one way or the other, will not amount to.much 
in the Presidential election three years hence. 
Within the interval the whole political world 
in both hemispheres may be turned upside 
down; but short of some such sweeping recon- 
struction of politics and parties General Grant 
will be the man for the next Presidency. 


The ApproacSihig State Elections. 


'ihe State elections in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 


Indiana, Iowa and Nebraska take place on the 
12th October next—less than two weeks from 
to-day. West Virginia holds her election on 
the 23d proximo. These are the most impor- 
tant elections that occur during the month of 
October. The elections in New York, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Maryland, most of 
the Western States, together with Arkansas, 
Louisiana. Alabama and Florida take place in 
the earlv part of November, South Carolina, 
Mississippi and Texas closing up the list for 
the fall campaign. 


It is impossible to predict with any degrc 


of certainty how these States will go in these 
elections. 
There are so many local issues 


mixed up with a puerly Slato election canvass 
that democrats may be chosen where there 
has been a republican majority, and vice versa. 
Besides, the notorious bargains and sales, the 
"truck and dicker" among politicians, forbid tha 
forming of any reliable data upon which to base 
a calculation as to which party will carry any 
particular Stale—with ilia oi'o.vti<>,», ^..uupa, 
of the candidate for Governor.

County officers may 
also be bargained off in the same way. 
In 


Pennsylvania the push made against Geary 
may have a similar effect. In short, the forth- 
coming Stata elections maybe set down as 
likely to turn out helter skelter—some demo- 
crats turning up where least expected, and 
perhaps being as much disappointed as any- 
body else. 


But while the people in these local cam- 


paigns apparently manifest indifference as to 
results, or exhibit their partiality and personal 
preference for certain nominees, there is a pro- 
found sentiment lying at the base of their 
political principles which only a Presidential 
campaign can fairly bring out. That senti- 
ment is their belief that the late mar was a 
great national fact—that it settled momentous 
principles and established imperishable social 
and political truths—and the people will no 
more repudiate that sentiment than they will 
repudiate the national debt.

political faith and belief. From it they wi!l

A New Political Party Organized—A Fall 


State Ticket Nominated. 


WOECESTBB, Sept. 28,1869. 


The state Labor Reform Convention met at 


Mechanics' Hall this morntnz and organized by the 
election of Israel W. Andrews, of Danvers, as Presi- 
dent, with a long list of vice presidents and 
other officers. All of the counties in the State 
except Dukes and Kaatucket were represented 
by 281 delegates. 
The main purpose of the 


Convention 
was 
to 
found 
a 
new 
politi- 


cal party tn the interest of the trorlUng 
class, and to put in nomination a State ticSet for the 
coming election. Tha speakers were limited to two 
minutes each, and no one was allowed to speaK 
twice on the same question. It was evident at the 
outset thai many and differing interests wonlii be 
presented, and some stages or the proceedings vfere 
marked by a great difference of views, some of tha 
speakers attacking or defending the existing politi- 
cal parties and discussing other apparently irrele- 
vant matters. Resolutions were adopted, of which 
the following is a brief summary:— 


first—Asserting that all lav/a creating distinction 
In favor of color, condition, nationality or pursuit 
are a clear violation of the fundamental principles 
of democratic government. 


Second—That all associations of working men or 
women formed with a view or promoting their 
moral or material Interests should receive tiie same 
charter rights and privileges at the hands of legis- 
lators as are granted associated capital. 


Third—Insisting upon tae reduction of the hoars 
of labor to eight for labor employed at the public 
expense. 


Fomttir-Demanding of every candidate for politi- 
cal honors a pledge tiiat he will advocate tlie enact- 
ment of a law prohibiting all manufacturing estab- 
lishments in ihis Commonwealth from employing 
females and minors more than ten hours per day. 
Fifths-Asserting that the exemption from tax of 
bonds or securities Is a violation of the just princi- 
ples of revenue laws, and lays an nnjnst burden 
upon.the producing classes of the country. 


Sexth—Kecogaizmg the services of the soldiers and 
sailors. 


Seventh—Asserting that the national prosperity of 
the country Is due to the laboring- classes. 


Eighth—OpDOSine the introduction into this coun- 
try of a servile race to degrade and cheapen labor. 


Ifinth—CalUnst for the creation of a Department 


Of Labor at Washington. 


Tentlir-Vrging tiie fnends or labor to nse all their 
InCucnce to secure the election of candidates who 
are unequivocally committed to tho principles em- 
braced in this platform. 


Eleventh—Asserting that the recognition of the 


claims of the bondholders that ilie national debt is 
payable in coin only is a clear repudiation of the 
national laich. 


Tiie following nominations were made:—For Gov- 
ernor, E. M. Cnamberlam, of lioston; Lieutenant 
Governor, .Tameo Chattavvar, of Sprmg/ield- Secre- 
tary or State, a. is. Pratt, of Randolph: Treasurer, 
N. W. tiloddard, of Korth Bridsrewater: Attorney 
General, Charles Cawlcy, of Lowell; Auditor, Jo- 
seph L. Glines, of II;Lvernill.

Inexplicable Performances — The Sparse of a 


Becoiised Colonel Speaks. 


A spiritualistic seance was held last night at So. 


61 BleecSer street. The management of the mani- 
festation was undertaken by a lady, Mrs. Stoddart, 
by name, and tho medium through whom they were 
made was the lady's son, Dewitt Hough, a youth of 
about eighteen years of ago. 
The seance toot 


place In a parlor In the house above named, 
and was earned through without any apparatus 
or mechanical appliances. The youth was seated 
at one end of the room with a table at nls left, upon 
which were placed a guitar, two or three bells and 
some Iron rings, and the spectators were ranzed 
around Him ct a distance of but two or three feet. 
The manifestations were, as is usual, conducted 
entirely in the dark, and the medium was supposed 
to be acting under tha Influence of a deceased colo- 
nel of the 
Union army, -who was addressed 


by Mrs. Scoddard as "Andrew,-1 when called upon 
to do something at the request of the spectators or 
according to her own wishes. At the commence- 
ment ov the seance the youth was tied across the 
•wrists, as alleged, by the spirit, and the spectators 
were called upon to inspect the rope and the knots 
which bound his hands together. The gas was turned' 
down, and when light was again given, It was found 
that young Hough's coat and vest nad been removed 
without the knots having, so far as could be seen 
in the least altered. The nest manifestation was 
the placing upon the youth's arms two iron rlnas 
which was succeeded by the replacing of the coat 
and vest, the wnsls still remaining securely bound- 
• These manifestations over, Mrs. stoddard asted the 
spirit of the deceased colonel if he would untie the 
ropes, when "Andrew" answered through a tin 
speasing trumpet that ho would comply with the re- 
quest. Ihe roaes Imvimr been untied, gentlemen 
from among the spectators were called to tie the 
youth up to his chair by both hands and feet anil 
tuls having been done the baulo commenced plavlng 
a tune, the sound aopeanng to come from all parts 
of the room as if the Instrument were floating above 
the heads of the 
persona present.

was 
placed in the hands

one ol the 
sceptics, and was wrenched from his grasp in some 
manner quite inexplicable to the holder. This was 
follosved by bell ringing, more tying and untyin"- of 
ropes, antt the manifestations wound np by tha 
placing upon the youth's arm a rimr. too small to 
pass over the hand, arter both hands had been sewn 
together with a piece of linen. The entire manifes- 
tations were ol a very remarkable character, and

That tndefatigabla 
worker, after laboring for weeks past to settle the 
Interminable squabbles between tbe different clans 
of- the radical party in the Keystone State, arrived 
here this morning to get Grant all right for Geary. 
Covode's success in reconciling the belligerent ele- 
ments or his party on tha eve of a great battle is 
something for other politicians to imitate "When- 
ever I heard of trouble,-" says Covode, "In any part 
of the State, I jnst sent for the parties, 
and

Philadelphia told them vraat was to be done, aad it 
•was dons." In this way "Honest John," as he is 
called, has brought Cameronians, Curtln men, For- 
neyltes, fellows wlio swear by McClnre and men 
who are against all the factions, face to face, got 
them In good humor with each other and sst them 
an to worfc for Geary. Having put the machine in 
good running order at home, Covode thought ha 
had better run over here and learn how Grant felt.

Collector Grinnell, of 
New Tors, happened to come on the same train with 
them, and this morning Covode, Wilson. Grlnnell and

gave it as his opinion that Geary would be elected, 
but he intimated that some or the radicals in Penn- 
svlvania were noc quite so sansnine. Aleck McCiure 
had said the other day that Geary waa beaten; so 
nad Bill Maan. The President said lie did not believe 
Geary would be beaten. His impressions while on a 
visit to Pennsylvania did not warrant that belief. 
Senator Tf ilson thought it of the greatest importance 
that the radicals should carry Pennsylvania and 
Ohio this fall. "IT we are beaten there," said Tf llson, 
with great earnestness, "we are beaten all through 
toe South, and matters won't go right.

Destruction of Illicit Distilleries in Virginia. 


Supervisor Presbrey reports to the Internal Reve- 


nue Office from Virginia, under date of Richmond, 
September 27, that the cavalry squad, under Captain 
Burns are doing good service in the Fifth. Virginia 
district. Collector Wilcox reports the seizure and 
destruction of thirteen illicit stills and the capture 
of several barrels of apple brandy and the arrest of 
twelve niea. This was the work of one week. The 
most flattering reports are coming in from, all parts 
or tue State, Men- who have heretofore distilled 
brandy illicitly are now complying witu the law. 
The Supervisor believes that this year from Vir- 
ginia the distillation of apple brandy will, at fifty 
cents per gallon, reach $300,000, as against $85,000, 
the tax being two dollars per gallon last year.

The vacant jndgeshlp of the Ninth circuit, embrac- 


ing the States of Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland 
and North and Sduth Carolina, created by the act of 
April 10, 1S09, is now exciting a lively interest 
among legal celebrities. Foremost as an aspirant 
for tne position i» Judge Underwood, now District 
Judge in Virginia. In case he succeeds, ex-Gov- 
ernor Walls was to fall heir to the District Judgeship, 
but the ex-Governor himself is now declared a can- 
didate. Jmige George H. Lee and Judge Rives, of 
Virginia; Mr. Swan, of Kanawha, West Vs., and 
Chief Justice Pearson, of North Carolina, are also 
prominent in connection with the vacancy. • Jndge 
Rives is said to be strongly favored by Governor 
Walker for the position. 


Decline of American Commerce. 


Secretary Bontwell to-day addressed a letter to 


the Shipowners' Association in New York, in reply 
to one received from them in relation to the 
decline of American commerce, in which he promised 
neartily to co-operate with them in promoting onr 
commerce and to prevent its further decline. 


Extraordinary Increase of Immigration. 
Official returns of passengers arriving in the 


United States during the quarter ending with June 
so, 1869, show an extraordinary increase. The 
whole number arrived was UT.5S2, of whom 11,674 
were males and 68,908 females. Or taeee T,9S2 were 
citizens of the United States, 5,451 being males, 
2,531 females. Also 3,613 foreigners not intending 
to remain in U28 United States, of whom 3,560 wers 
males, 1,053 females, making an aggregate of 11,595 
passengers not immigrants. The total number 
of immigrants was 
165.9ST, or whom there 


were under fifteen years of age, 18,633 males, 
17,512 females, between fifteen, and forty years 
of age, T4,492 males, S7,ooi females, of forty 
years of age and upwards, 10,538 males, 6,011 
females. maKlne a total of 103,663 males and 
62,324 females. The occupations of immigrants were 
as follows:—60 clergymen, 65 physicians, 53 artists, 
6.M9 mechanics of trades not specified, 333 
bakera, 233 butchers, 74 seamstresses, 733 shoe- 
makers, 756 tailors, 1,055 masons, i,5is of miscella- 
neous trades, sso clerks, is,$S3 farmers,.

or pay for it. We did, however, send out the tardy 
apology of the railroad managers for embarrassing- 
instead or facilitating our efforts to obtain the text 
of the verdict while it was still "news," though I 
bellevo the HEBALB did not publish said apolog?.

WALL STREET 


Matters Still in Doubt Among 


the Gold Brokers. 


Tfte Bank, of New York Declines to 


Make the "Clearings." 


EXCITING MEETING IN. THE GOL& 


The Gold Board Undertakes to Make 


the Clearances. 


' The mysteries that surro'ond the Wall street panic 
kave yet to be revealed. Although the deep gloom 
that prevailed throughout Monday was yesterday 
partly dispelled, a reb^pse followed, more darkening 
and dangerous in It?, etfects. Doubt, suspicion and 
despair ruled raro'pant and demoralization spread 
quickly with the^.'most terrible results. The ravages 
caused by the speculation must be fearful to contem- 
plate, for mar/y an honest merchant has unwittingly 
Seen made^ victim—completely sacrificed by the 
Sieartlessneas of the operator;}. It is no easy task 
Sq describe the state of feeling yesterday. Men 
V. ere bewildered rather than excited. The scenes 
"»f tha great drama were shifted with such astound- 
ing rapidity, the lightning-like manner in which the 
•various acts were performed scarcely giving one 
tiu*e to think of what they were, or even speculate 
as to the end. Wall street was shaken to its centre 
by the explosion of every financial bombshell that 
was cast into the great army of troubled spirits. 
The executive sessions of the Gold Room were re- 
.plcte with startling events, first, came the bright 
ray of hope, when it was ascertained that the Bang 
or New York would undertake the clearings—ouly to 
be nipped In the bud when it was announced taat the 
herculean task was an impossibility. Then followed 
alsmay, nad the confidence that was thus tempora- 
rily raised fell to the ground. A thousand means 
•were suggested to clear the difficulty, but; with the 
exception of the alternoon proceedings of the Cold 
Room, whicb are somewhat of a reassuring char- 
acter, 
scarcely anythinj 
was 
accomplished. 


Humors of failures were constantly afloat, their 
direct effect being that sad havoc was made in 
•values, completely annihilating a host or small 
operators and damaging severely a large number 
of extensive firms. The sad feeling gradually 
Brew much stronger upon the belief that some

jnao repudiated the orders given, aud not a few thus 
mortified and disheartened were known to protest 
their determination to fix the responsibility of their 
purchases upon those very principles and leave it 
lor the street to decide how far they will retain force 
to continue in business. Perhaps the most distress- 
ingly apparent evidence of the general distrust was 
the sickly ana demoralizing panic that prevailed in 
the stock market, which wriggled most terribly, it 
was a struggle In the most impenetrable darkness. 
The following will more fully explain the details of 
yesterdays proceedings:— 


THE MEETINGS AT TBE COI.U T100M. 


The morning meeting was looked forward to with 


tho greatest interest. A rush was -made for the 
(•old Room shortly before ten o'clock, and before" 
tne meeting actually commenced the place was 
crowded. Mr. Townaend Cox presided, end upon 
the board being called to order Mr. Keep, the chair- 
man of the special committee or lour appointed yes- 
terday to obtain Belden & Co.'s statement from the 
Gold Exchange Batik, reported that, ne had obtained 
a copy of such statement this morning, and recom- 
mended that it should be posted in some conspicu- 
ous place in the room for examination by members 
at their convenience. 


llere a tumult arose aud cries of "read, rend," 


A member here obtained the iloor and deprecated 


tfte time aud attention that was given to a matter 
•which should be regarded as past and over, lie 
thought ID necessary mat a fresh start should be 
taken and the transactions or the past removed 
entirely beyond the consideration of the Hoard. 
Forty millions of dollars could not fix BeUlon i Oo.'s 
statement, and it waa a waste of time to discuss the 
mutter. The Clearing House had done incalculable 
service to brokers aud to the wliole mercantile com 
junnlty in settling the confession that Thursday's 
and Friday's dealings had brought about regarding 
Mr. Drown. Although no statement ol his was in 
«he clearing houses his tickets were. 


Mr. KEEP here said, In further explanation or tbe 


paper he held, that he anti the committee had round 
other Incomplete satcments of Belden & Co. iu the 
bank, aud regarding that one, although being Bet 
aside, would probably rum him, yet he could not 
nee how it would pass. It was not siguea. (Cries 
of "Lay it on tlie table.") 


Several members here called out against the read - 


ing, and a motion to lay the whole matter on tne 
table was promptly curried. 


A motion was mude ana seconded to settle all out- 


standing differences ex clearing House ou the basis 
of 135, but not put. 


The SECKBTAKY called up the report of the special 


Coiumitlee of Nine appointed yesterday moraine, 
sad asked its further consideration. 


The second resolution, recommending the members 


of the board to settle as far as possible all or Fridays 
contracts ex Clearing House, was put and carried, 
after which tha third resolution, calling for tha 
appointment or a committee to confer with the Bank 
of New York to ascertain, whether said bank would 
be willing to act as clearing house for Friday's busi- 
ness or until further nonce, waa put auu likewise 
adopted. 


The VICE PKESIDEXT of the Board explained that iu 


seconding the motion to settle an outstanding duter- 
ences upon the basis or 135 he did not mean it as an 
abridgment of existing contracts, but simply as a 
basis for preliminary settlements m order to get rid 
of the existing block !n business, tlie differences 
then. left to be matters for subsequent adjustment. 


Sir. BiLi.ou explained that He had information 


that the Bank of S'ew York would accept the work 
of clearing as mentioned m tho resolution, oa the con- 
dition that it should be held separate and distinct by 
the members of the board from all bansiue busi- 
ness, and that no accommodation would be asked, 
as none would be granted, upon resulting balfiuces 
to anybody until the whole work was completed. 
They would require the payment of gold due In gold 
and currency zn cflrreiu'y.

THE BANK OP NEW YORK.

of clearing a rush was made towards It, and It wag 
loped that the tast was commenced in earnest. 
Crowds gathered outside the door and the pros- 
pects were discussed with animation, nearly all 
taking a hopeful view, more or less, of the situation. 
Although it was expected that a. great deal would be 
done none doubted that for a time matters would 
remain much mixed, and especially in regard to all 
Involved with Belden & Oo. and such others aa had 
sought or threatened to Invoke the interposition of 
the courts in the settlements of disputed contracts; 
but outside or such, and as business was now partly 
resumed, the line of demarcation, it was tttought, 
would be more and more tightly drawn. Indeed,

BUOHTED HOPES—THE BAKU OF NEW TOKK OITES 


UP THB TASK OP WEARING. 


As already mentioned, the great movement to settle 


last Friday's transactions in gold attempted by the 
Bank of New York waa hailed with general delight. 
It was generally anticipated that by a gigantic effort 
the true position of those involved in the speculation 
would DC unveiled. In doing so relief would have 
been imparted, even if lt;utionld appear that the 
solvency of large firms of high standing should be 
Impaired. Altogether it was thought that the full 
extent of tne crash would be known and the terrible 
uncertainty that had hitherto surrounded the affair 
would be removed. Men became prepared for the 
worse and were only anxious to ascertain the 
limit of the catastrophe. The labor was immense,

undertaken to clear it away calmed many a troubled 
miua. The bright hopes formed In tne morning, 
however, were destined to be continued. .Frightened, 
perhaps, at the vastness of toe wort tlie New York 
Bank hesitated to proceed with the undertaking— 
the clearing of Friday's business in the Gold Room— 
aud finally declined to accomplish tlie task, Inas- 
much as it would tend to embarrass the regular 
operations of the bails. The effect produced was 
gloomy in the extreme. The panic which nad pre- 
viously characterized the stock market was renewed 
and the greatest confusion and disorder prevailed.

HINED ACTION. 


Tue members of tfte Gold Board reassembled at 


three o'clock, in obedience to a special call from the 
President. Tbere was a very large attendance, and 
tlie proceedings were characterized by the greatesS 
excitement. When order was partially restored the 
committee reported that the Bank of New York de- 
clined to clear Monday's cositract iu the Gold Room 
owing to Insufficient clerical force for such an under- 
taking. 


A stormy debate ensued, several parties speaking 


at once, wuile tne chairman hammered for order in 
vain. 


Mr. Edwards at length offered the following reso- 


lution:— 


Resolved, That a committee of twenty members of 
this Exchange be appointed to receive all the Clear- 
ing House sheets and examine them carefully, with- 
out receiving any money or balances, and, finding 
all correct, strike a Balance sheet of the whole and 
present that to the Bank of Now York. If accepted, 
then let everybody owing balances on their sheet. 
hand such a balance in first. Then there will be no 
dotiut but those Having money coming to them will 
get it.

I thought I woula state for the satisfaction of the 
members the exact posture of that bank as I under- 
stand It. (Cheers.) In the first place, when the 
great magnitude of Thursday's business became 
known they resolved not to undertake the clearing 
of it. In this the directors were overruled and the 
performance of the great task was at once com- 
menced. They went then upon the supposition that 
the worK could be accomplished in time. The Gold 
Exchange had only one of two courses to pursue; 
one was to retain, according to the usual custom, 
all the currency ana gold until every state- 
ment was made, 
or 
to 
depart 
from that 


custom, if this bank had observed the one a terri- 
ble panic would undoubtedly have been pro- 
duced—a.much greater one than has existed on the 
street-for tne gold would have been locked np. 
But the bank determined to pay as far as possible. 
They assumed that the statements respecting cer- 
talu parties were good, and upon the representa- 
tions of those statements paid out money. Now It 
turns out that some of the statements are not good, 
and therefore tne loss must fall upon the bank, 
wSlch has now determined to wait until each state- 
ment is before them before they can pay. 


The remarks of Mr. Hoyt were received with 


mingled reelings of approval and disapprobation one 
party observing that the reason assigned for the 
Gold Exchange Bank cot paying waa because they 
bad no gold. 


Mr. HOYT—I am making this statement without 


really knowing the lacts, but rather from the Infor- 
mation which I myself gathered, and I give it to 
you for what it is worth, leaving it to your better 
Judgments. At all events, a more hopeful view of 
things is certainly presented to my mind, and on 
that account I trespassed upon you with a few 
remarks. (Ciieefa.) 


Mr. FISHER stat«a that he conid obtain neither 


gold nor currency from the Gold Exchange Bank, 
although it had already been paid for. 


Mr. HODGEINS renewed his motion that every 


member of tfte Gold Exchange be compelled to send 
his statement to the committee, otherwise to be sus- 
pended Irom the Board. 


The resolution was carried unanimously and the 


meeting adjourned. 


The Gold Room was tnen cleared and the commit- 


tee formed immediately. 
It was then formally 


announced that the members of the committee were 
In readiness to receive statements, and it was 
stated that tbey would work ali night to straighten 
out the business. 


THE STOCK EiCttAXGB 


presented quite a deserted appearance aud the 
prospects were gloomy in the extreme, though there 
is as yet but little confirmation of failures among the 
stock houses. 
There has, of course, been a creat 


delay of payments among several firms reputed 
strong, owing, as already stated, to the great 
difficulty of borrowing money. A large number oi 
brokers had some trouble in making up their bank 
accounts. Among other evils it may be mentioned 
that foreign exchange is somewhat unsettled by 
reason of tbe present money stringency. 


A NEW GOI.I) MAKKET. 


Although it is very probable the Gold Exchange 


will not be able to resume regular transactions in 
gold to-morrow the market prices will be given for 
the precious metal dnnug the dealings at the 
National Stock Exchange, as the lollowing resolu- 
tion has been adopted:—

Address of the Hon. S. S. Fisfcer. United States 


Commissioner of Patents. 


There was a large attendance of visitors at the 


National Exhibition, last evening at the Bint, 
attracted not only by the more than thousand and 
one attractions of the exhibition, itself, but also by 
tbe expectation of an address by tne Hon. S. S. 
Fisher. The chair was taken by Mr. Orestes Cleve- 
land. 


Mr. FISHER said tnat ne wished to deal frankly 


with his audience, and to tell them at tne outset 
that-lt was not his Intention that evening to give 
them a lecture on American Industry, but to read 
them an address that he had written and caref ally 
prepared 
comprised details aa to the progress 


of patents in tnis country. When he left Washing- 
ton ne nad no 
esqpectation that he should 


be called upon to give any address at this exhibition. 
Among the earliest recolTectlons of Us boyhood were 
visits paid by Sim to exhibitions of mechanical 
works at Castle 
Garden and at Siblo's. 
Of 


what 
was 
exhibited 
there 
he could 
only 


recollect 
that there were 
models 
of 
steam 


boats, of ships, and of engines, whlsh generally 
wound up with a grand pyrotechnic display, and on 
one occasion tne ttnaie was a grand botnb'ardinent. 
One thing, however, there it was impossible lor 
his young eyes not to see, and that was that nearly 
every article bore tbe magic word "Patent." That 
was In the days immediately after the passage 
of the great Patent act in 1836, out ot which 
came the distinct American system of irrantins: let- 
ters patent. At that early time the Patent Office 
had become a power to the land and sheltered under 
its wings a little world of new-fledged American 
inventions.

Fifty Thousand Square Feet of MarWe 


Wails—The Grandest Ecclesiastical" 


Edifice in America—Interest" 


ing

The visitor to the Park, as he emerges from the 


palaces of Fifth avenue, upon the lofty knoll which 
ovor.ooks the city at Fifty-first street, Is etraoE by 
:he massive white marble walls of an immense edi- 
flcc. The entire square between Fifth and Madison 
avenues and Fifty-first and Fifty-second streets is 
occupied by the structure. Gigantic spars project 
above the walls from the interior, and, looking in 
from the vast entrance, a score of workmen are 
seen like liilipatlans lost among the marble blocks 
and scaffolding. The blows or their hammers break 
faintly oa the silence of the wlae area into which at 
times there comes a feeble murmur from busy 
thoroughfares just below, and the wind that howls 
oncside scarcely stirs the Inner air, except where it 
whirls in little eddies Just inside the empty aoors 
nad windows. One square from the towering 
walls is the marble cutters'yard, resounding wuh 
the ceaseless rina of many chisels and strewn with 
carved stones or rare beauty. 


This edifice is St. Patrick's Cathedral, projected by 


the late Archbishop Hughes ana Intended to be tae 
most imposing church edifice In America. Five 
millions of dollars are to be devoted to 
the 


wort 
The corner stone was laid in 1S5S, 


in tue presence of over 100,003 people, and the con- 
struction proceeded rapidly until the commence- 
ment or 'the war. when work was suspended for 
four years. The walls have now risen to the height 
of fitty leot, and the portals m the front ann tran- 
septs give some idea of the beauty of the structure 
when completed; but no conception can be formed 
now of the grandeur of the edifice except from the 
large drawings of the architect. At present there 
are only bare walls and a vast amphitheatre filled 
with timbers, marXe blocss and masonry; but when 
completed a majestic pile will crown the noble 
eminence, visible from an approaches to Sew York, 
gorgeous with stained windows, and crowned with 
tapering spires whose snow-white shafts wul rival 
the Arctic pinnacles. 


Let us stand before tlie cathedral and contemplate 


its prouoruoss. On the chisel-dressed upper sur- 
laee of the stone foundations, sunk to the solid rocK, 
there rests a base course ol granite similar to that 
of the Ir easury at Washington. From mis a pure 
Gothic ssperstrncture arises to the height of 156 
feet, similar in architecture to the style which pre- 
vailed in Europe from 1250 to 1400. free rrom the 
heaviness of an earlier and tne over ornamentation 
and eccectriciaes of later periods, and suggestive of 
the edifices at Amiens, Hheims and Cologne, and 
the naves of Tors. .Lincoln and Westminster. Two 
towers, 105 feet apart and 82 feet square, rise to the 
heieht or ice reet, when they assume the form of 
octagonal acmes. 54 leet hish, and then ascend as 
spires to the further elevation of iss feet, or 328 feet 
in aiL Each tower wii ibe divided into tbree stones— 
the first with doors corresponding to the main en- 
trance, tne second with richly decoraletl windows 
and the third with four small windows on each siae. 
Above this will be the octagonal centres, Si feet 
high, also with windows, supporting the panellet 
spires and surmounted by a cross. 


The decorated mam entrance. 12 feet deep, 3D reet 


wide and SI reet high, is flanked on either side by a 
large painted window and embowered in carvefl 
devices 
of religious significance.

fringed wuh a double row or 


foliated tracery, springs rrom columns with bases 
and foliage caps, and terminates nt the top in a 
mock nmal, lormmg itself a symbol of the whole 
front. The caj.e is panelled with traceries, and has 
a shield bear.na tlie arms of the diocese in the cen- 
tral panel. Over the gable Is a crocheted monldinsr 
with larne rich nnials of American foliage, aiid a 
row or niches, to be filled with statues or saints and 
martyrs, seven leei six inches high. Above tma is 
the largo rose window, twcnty-six feet in diameter— 
a magnificent blossom of uotnic tracery, with a hun- 
dred shafts of marble radiating from the centre and 
holding triangular pieces of stained glass; and still

1887, he nego- 
tiated with the prisoner for tne purcuase ol gold, lie 
having previously dealt with him; ttut he gave him 
Siu.ouj in gold certificates and $300 In greenbacks; 
that the check was deposited in tue Lmon Bank 
that uiteruoou and was discovered.to have been 
altered Irom $4100 to J-U.OOO; the forgery was skil- 
fully executed. 
Captain JoiTdan testified that he arrested the 
prisoner on the ifid of June, 1S6H, when lie saw him 
in tue Toaibs and made this complaint against him • 
he was in the city Prison under the name of Henry 
Marsh. 


Judge SEuart opened for the defence, and said he 
would prove !>y several witnesses irom Connecticut 
tsiat the accused was in mat State on the day wneu 
he is ciinrgeci with passing this cueck.

Brown visited him and represented 
himself as connected with the editorial department 
of the Sim at a moderate salary, but not so small that 
be could not afford to pay the debt contracted, as 
tils conscience had been troubled in reference to it 
these three long years, and he was happy to inform 
Sir. Bossuet that he could pay the debt and walk 
forth into the world not owing a cent to his fellow 
mortals. 


Mr. Bossuet, -who Is an unsuspecting, kind-hearted 
old Frenchman, imagined Brown a nice young man 
md concluded he most be '-Brown's young man" 
he had read so much about in the newspapers. 
After he bad succeeded in Ingratiating him- 
self inio the 
aflection aud sympathy of the 
moemater, he dived deep down Into the bottom or 
his pants pocket and drew forth a check for twenty 
lollars oa the Tenth National Bank, drawn payable 
;o hi? order and purporting to be signed by C. A, 
Dana, which he informed Mr. Bossaet was good and 
had been.naid to him the day previous as his weekly 
salary. The old-gent put on tils spectacles, exam- 
ined the check, and drawing forth his leather wallet 
counted out ten dollara In bills, the balance between 
the check and the amount of the bill, and handed 
1C to Brown. Not content with this the latter asked 
for a loan of two dollars. In addition to the ten 
dollars, which was given him by Bossuet, who upon 
presenting the check at the bank for collection was 
informed it was a forgery and worthless. From the 
bank he proceeded to the office of Mr. Dana, and 
there learned also that he had been victlm'z&d.

desired to evade tlie government requirement—an

THE H9LY LAUD. 


Lectura by Rabbi Sueersotim, of Jerusalem. 


The second of a series of lectures on the Holy 


Land was delivered at Cooper institute last night by 
Rabbi Sneeraohm, of Jerusalem. 
The attendance 


was not large, but among the audience were several 
gentlemen well known in the community ror their 
culture. The lecturer appeared in his native costume, 
which differs not materially rrom that usually worn 
by the inhabitants or Eastern countries. His use ot 
the English idiom was remarkably good, consider- 
ing the proficiency usually attained In It by foreign- 
ers and tha length of time he has made it a study. 
He spoke of several cities of Palestine, givlns: an 
account of their location, inhabitants, Ac. Of Tibe- 
rias he spoke conslderaoiy at length. It was, he said, 
the seat or learning for ths Jews after the destruction 
or the Temple. The houses are very poorly built. 
Every winter many or them tumble down, bat are 
quickly rebuilt, each man being his own architect. 
During tho summer the weather Is so hot that the 
inhabitants desert It and go to Lake Genesarat, 
which is but a rew miles distant. TUe water of this 
lake is very agreeable both rordrlnkmaaud bathlne. 
The river Jordan flows through "• but does 
not mingle 
with its waters. The Jordan la 
this resembles the people of Israel, who, though 
mixed with many other nations, preserve their 
Identity. Near by the city are the thermal springs, 
which would, under a better government, be widely 
celebrated. As it 13 they are Bought by men or every 
nation and creed, who go there In quest of health.
